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In yesterday’s unanimous 
decision, the five-man panel 
ordered murder-conspiracy in- 
dictments reinstated against 
two men although the alleged 
evidence against them was ob- 
tained through a bug installed 
to gather information on a 
suspected jewelry swindle. 

The ruling reversed a 
March, 1965 decision by State! 
Supreme Court Justice Nathan 
R. S o b e 1 who threw oul j 
the charges against the men.
